Senate Considers Bill. 

The Senate considered in commit- 
tee the bill authorizing the govern-; 
ment to grant financial aid »o the 
provinces for highway improvements 
senator Power offered an amendment 
specifying that there should be dis- 
tribution among all the provinces on 
the basis of population. The amend- 
ment substituted for the “any prov- 
ince’ the words ‘the several prov- 
inces of the Dominion” in describing 
these to receive grants. 

It was decided on the question of 
Hon, Mr, Lougheed ‘to defer action 
upon the amendment until he had 
opportunity to further consider it. 

In committe, on the bill to create 
a tariff commission, Hon, Mr, Loug- 
heed gave the government's view of 
the amendments suggested by Sir Ri- 
chard Cartright. The first provided 
that the commissioners should be ap- 
pointed to serve during the pleasure 
of the governinent instead of for five 
years, as the government Mill pro- 
posed, He said the government fear- 
ed they could not get men under Sir 
Richard's amendment unless appoint- 
ed for a term. They would fear dis- 
missal in a change of administration, 
Sir Richard Cartright said he could

HANG IN THE BALANCE 


Demands of the Miners of the Bitu- 
minous Coal Fields for Shorter 
Hours and More Wages Turned 
Down by Operators, 


- 


Cleveland, Ohio, March 21,—All 
the demands of the 200,000 miners 
in the bituminous coal fields of West- 
ern Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and 
Jiinois for a 10 per cent increase 
and shorter working hours were 
turned down by the operators today. 
Jt was a final effort to prevent a pfo- 
longed shut down of the mines after 
April 1st and possibly a strike. The 
whole dispute was referred to @ sub- 
committee, This sub-committee, 
composed of eight miners’ delegates 
and eight operators, will convene *o- 
morrow to consider the possibility of 
a compromise to be recommended to 
the general conference, 

Both operators and miners declar- 
ed after the union demands had been 
refused that the coal siuation 
throwghout the country was grave. 
Intimations were made by John H. 
White, president of the United Mine 
Workers of America, that the nego- 
tiations here might continue until 
next Monday, when the urion’s poli- 
cy committee will convene, 

Besides the 200,000 miners in the 
four states directly eoncerned, 150,- 
000 bituminous coal miners in other 
states are dependent upon the present 
deliberations for a basis of making 
their wage scale, and, in addition, the 
committee will consider the wage de- 
mands of about 170,000 anthracite 
miners. It was pointed out by Mr. 
White that the wages of more than 
*500,000 union miners after April ist 


were in dispute and that the entire 
coal output of the country, other 
than that mined by non-union men, 


was involved,

IF CLAUSES TINCHANGED

Strong Speeches Are Made Deal- 
ing With Obnoxious Parts 
of the Measure. 


Ottawa, March 21,—The members 
of the Western Grain Growers were 
granted’ an audience with the mem- 
bers of the senate teday and thor- 
oughly thrashed out the principles in- 
velved in the amended ciauses of the 
grain bill to which they take issue, 
The chair was occupied Senator 


Young and the delegation received an 
earnest and enccuraging hearing from 
all present, 

In addition to the western dele- 
gation there was present C, B. Watts 
and J, J. Plavelle, representing the 
Dominion Millers association who also 
expressed their views before the Sen- 
ate commiitee. Special emphasis was 
laid by the western men upon the 
yexed subject involved in the car dis- 
tribution clause, and upon the clause 
governing the sample markets and 
mixing. 

The Delegation’s Views 

At the conclusion of the discussion, 
©. J. Fream expressed the views of 
the delegation by declaring: 

“If you cannet find it in your power 
to abolish these features of the bill, 
we desire that it be thrown out alto- 
gether.” 

Roderick ‘McKenzie, secretary of 
the Manitoba Grain Growers, took a 
similar stand to that of Mr. Fream. 
He said that in the month of Janu- 
ary before the emergency clause was 
brovight into force, 15 per cent of the 
grain graded no-grade. Since the 
clause went {nto force only 19 per 
cent of the inspection was no-grade, 
though the clause was primarly fram- 
ed to get out the no-grade wheat. 
Two elevators at Sovereign, Sask., had 
asked for cars on the plea that the 
grain was damp. On Saturday last, 
six of these had passed inspection 
and each of them went straight grade. 
farmers were paying in some parts 
as much as $15 to have cars shunted 
by railroad offices. If such abuses 
existed at present what would be 
the condition when the clause was 
widened? 

Would be Undescribable 

Sample markets under present con- 
ditions would be undescribable, said 
Mr. McKenzie, The terminal eleva- 
tors having line elevators all over the 
country would be able to buy grain 
wherever they liked without use of 
sample markets, They could then 
mix when they desired. It would give 
the elevators who now possessed a4 
perfect monopoly, a still stronger hold 
upon the grain business, 

F. W. Green, secretary of the Sas- 
katchewan Grain Growers, said that 
the distribution clause was intended 
not only to guard against the greed of 
‘the elevators, but so as to protect the 
farmers against themselves in case 
they would be tumbling over one an- 
other to get cars out of turn, C, D. 
Flavelle contended that the onus 
should be placed upon the railways 
when cars had been ordered by ship-

Others Support

WAGE BILL GETS 
SECOND READING 


Large Majority For Asquith's 
Measure Surprises Even the 
Ministerialists. 


UNIONISTS’ FIGHT 
UNEXPECTEDLY WEAK

They Merely Wish To Be Reliev- 
ed of Responsibility for Mea- 
sure They Say. 


London, Mar. 21—Arthur J. 
Balfour’s motion for the rejec- 
tion of the minimum wage bill 
was defeated and the government 
passed its second reading in the 
House of Commons by a majority 
of 123, a larger majority than the 
ministerialists themselves had 
hoped for. The vote stood 348 
to 225. The Laborites and Na- 
tionalists voted with the govern- 
ment, : 

The prime minister formally 
moved the second reading of the 
bill and then immediately yield- 
ed the floor to Mr. Balfour, who, 
in moving its rejection tempor- 
arily assumed the leadership of 
the opposition.. The debate on 
the bill was interesting in char. 
acter and served to dissipate 
much alarm which was created 
by the announcement last night 
that the Unionists intended to 
oppose the passage of the mea. 
sure. It is now evident that the 
Unionist leaders had no idea of 
opposing: the government. They 
merely desired to wash their 
hands of the responsibility of the 
bill and had no wish to assume 
office themselves. 


Balfour's Speech, 

Mr, Balfour pointed out the gravi- 
ty of the crisis which had beer 
brought about, a single organization 
acting within its powers, threatening 
to paralyze the whole trade of the 
country. He declared that jhe gov- 
ernment in endeavoring to pass the 
bill was making a laughing stock 
both of itself and the House of Com- 
mons,

The tension has been greatly re- 
Jaxed, and although the debate may 
be carried into next week it would 
not be surprising if the government's 
programme was carried out and the 
bill ‘became a law by Saturday. 

The Conservatives are not likely to 
take any official action. During the 
course of the day's business Austen 
Chamberlain confessed that the op- 
position was not anxious to take of- 
fice, but that it would not shirk the 
responsibility it called to office, The 
bill, he said, stood for a policy of 
surrender and would engender simi- 
lar demands from other trades,
